It s well understood that summer
pruning has a more or less weakening
effect on woody plants, so that If se-
vere thinnlog of the branches should be
resorted to among the lnst named sub-
jects in the growing season it will cer-
taluly {mpalr vitality, Our advice s to
cut very moderntely the flowering
sprays that piainly Impede and prevent
the development of the young growths,
and, If & mass of congested shoots are
being projected where they are plalnly
too thick, thin some of them out.
